IIFK'S  span  is  short.  "We  can  neyer  lie  certain  what  lies  before  us 
_J  on  tomorrow's  horizon.  Onr  sunny  skies  of  happiness  today  are 
easily  transformed  into  onr  olouds  of  sorrow  tomorrow.  A  hi§:her 
liand  than  mortal's  controls  our  destinies,  and  decrees  that  we  are  not  to 
see  into  the  future.  Instead  we  must  undergo  the  joys  and  sorrows  of 
this  life  until  we  are  finally  received  into  the  sanctuary  of  eternal  happi- 
ness. 

Death  in  itself  seems  a  terrible  beinpr,  snatching  our  beloved  from 
us.  and  is  a  respecter  of  no  person.  With  the  same  sweep  it  mows  rlown 
the  aged  and  infirni.  the  strong  and  hardy,  and  the  youth  who  are  pre- 
paring themselves  to  make  the  history  of  a  nation. 

How  strikingly  was  this  point  brought  to  us  a  few  short  weeks  ago 
when  we  saw  and  mourned  the  passing  of  one  of  our  most  popular  boys! 
This  fellow  was  ]irobably  one  of  tlie  greatest  athletes  that  our  school  has 
ever  turned  out.  He  was  not  only  an  athlete,  but  a  student  as  well,  be- 
sides being  one  of  the  best  liked  l»oys  on  the  campus.  His  winning  smile 
and  fine  qualities  made  him  hundreds  of  friends  both  on  the  athletic  field 
and  in  every  day  life.  Yes,  that  winning  smile  was  always  present.  Even 
«hen  the  purple  and  white  banners  were  drooping  and  the  day  seemed 
lost,  this  boy,  a  typical  example  of  that  "sjiirit  of  7-6,"  was  out  there 
fighting,  plunging,  and  striving  to  win,  that  smile  always  present  and 
sportsmanship  his  uppermost  tJiought. 

His  death  was  a  terrible  shock  to  every  teacher  and  student  with 
whom  he  had  been  associated  during  his  high  school  career.  Though 
Bruno  Beckish  is  gone  from  the  ranks  of  the  Purple  Eagles,  we  feel  that 
his  indomitable  s])irit  will  always  be  leading  his  teammates  on  to  further 
conquests,  and  though  he  cannot  be  present  in  person,  his  message  will  be:

GARWOOD  TUCKER,  who  started 
the  season  as  a  regular  guard, 
playing  his  second  year  of  varsity 
football,  seemed  doomed  by  fate.

This  necessitated  a  rushing  out  of 
heaters  at  intervals,  instead  of  the  customary  water  bucket.  With  Kirchner,  Eagle 
tackle,  and  Ed  Donnelly,  captain  and  center  of  the  Eagles,  taking  out  more  than  vheir 
share  of  Red  Streak  linemen  on  each  play,  more  than  the  usual  number  of  Garfield 
linemen  were  able  to  block  for  the  backfield.
